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Prices  on  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  de- 
clined with  lower  prices  for  carcass  beef  a 
bearish  influence.  Weight  was  a  major  factor 
determining  price  trends  as  steers  under  1200# 
sold  steady  to  500  lower  while  bulk  of  the  steers 
over  1200#  closed  25-750  lower  at  most  points. 
Slaughter  heifers  sold  steady  to  250  lower, 
instances  500  off.  Cows  closed  strong  to  500 
higher;  stockers  and  feeders  steady.  Barrows 
and  gilts  were  250-1.00  lower,  mostly  50-750  off. 
Slaughter  lambs  closed  strong  to  750  higher  at 
most  terminals. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  The  bearish 
influence  of  lower  carcass  steer  beef  prices 
and  a  strike  threat  by  wholesale  meat  handlers 
in  the  New  York  area  offset  any  influence  cur- 
tailed receipts  may  have  had  as  prices  for 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers  closed  lower.  The 
threatened  strike  narrowed  the  demand  for  Choice 
and  Prime  steers  1200#  and  heavier  to  a  great 
extent  as  a  large  percentage  of  the  beef  from 
such  animals  is  consumed  in  the  New  York  area 
and  merchandised  by  firms  dependent  upon  those 
directly  involved.  Bulk  of  the  steers  1200#  and 
heavier  closed  25-750  lower  with  sales  at  Chicago 
$1.00-1.50  lower  on  Choice  and  Prijme  over  1400#. 
Steers  below  1200#  were  steady  to  500  lower. 
Slaughter  heifers  sold  steady  to  250  lower, 
instances  500  off  with  Choice  and  Prime  holding 
near  steady,  instances  250  higher  at  Omaha. 
Cows  were  strong  to  500  higher,  influenced  by 
an  advance  on  cow  beef.  Bulls  sold  steady  to 
500  higher  and  vealers  were  $1.00-3.00  higher  at 
St.  Paul  and  St.  Louis.  Receipts  for  the  holiday 
shortened  week  were  20  percent  below  the  previous 
week  when  the  total  at  the  12  markets  wis  the 
smallest  for  any  full  marketing  week  since  April. 
Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  made  up  the  bulk  of 
the  receipts  at  all  terminals  as  supplies  of 
stocker  and  feeder  cattle  continued  to  decline. 
The  percentage  of  Choice  and  Prime  grades  in  the 
steer  and  heifer  supplies  at  most  terminals  was 
reduced  with  Good  to  average-Choice  predomi- 
nating. The  percentage  of  Prime  in  Chicago  was 
little  changed  from  the  16  percent  the  previous 
week. 

Five  loads  of  Prime  1240-1325^  steers 
brought  $28.75  in  Chicago  where  bulk  of  the 
Choice  and  Prime  steers  900-1250^  sold  at  $26.50- 
28.50.  Several  terminals  received  a  few  loads 
of  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  steers  which  sold  from 
$26.75-27.75  while  most  high-Good  and  Choice 
900-1300yj(  brought  $24.50-26.75.  Choice  and  mixed 
Choice  and  Prime  1300-1600#  steers  brought  $24.00- 
27.50  and  in  Chicago  a  few  high-Choice  975-1100# 
steer  yearlings  cashed  at  $28.00.  Bulk  of  the 
Good  steers  brought  $22.25-25.50.  Mixed  Choice 
and  Prime  slaughter  heifers  sold  at  $26.25-27.00 
while  most  Choice  brought  $24.50-26.25.  Good 


heifers  bulked  at  $21.50-24.75.  Utility  and 
Commercial  cows  sold  at  $13.75-16.00,  few 
$16. 50 j  Canner  and  Cutter  $11.00-15.00. 

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Seasonally  moderated  marketings  of  stocker  and 
feeder  cattle  and  calves  were  further  curtailed 
due  to  the  Monday  holiday.  Receipts  at  Kansas 
City  and  Sioux  City  included  moderate  numbers 
of  stockers  and  feeders  but  supplies  at  most 
centers  were  small  and  in  some  instances  too 
limited  for  an  adequate  test  of  demand  and 
price  trends.  Scattered  shipments  of  Choice 
yearlings  and  calves  were  available  around 
the  market  circuit  but  a  relatively  large  per- 
cent of  the  stockers  on  offer  were  of  Medium 
and  Good  grades.  Although  the  year-end  holi- 
days tended  to  curtail  buyer  attendance  at 
most  markets,  demand  proved  sufficiently  broad 
to  absorb  supplies  at  mostly  steady  prices. 
Fleshy  feeder  steers,  usually  partly  fattened 
two  way  kinds,  in  some  instances  showed  weak- 
ness. However,  at  Wichita  and  Fort  Worth  prices 
were  steady  to  500  higher. 

Good  and  Choice  800-1050#  feeder  steers 
brought  $22.00-25.50,  load  Choice  863#  $25.75. 
At  Omaha  3  loads  mostly  Choice  932#  sold  at 
$24.00  and  Good  to  mostly  Choice  871#  $25.00. 
At  Kansas  City  Choice  1038#  went  at  $24.50. 
Medium  and  low-Good  feeders  ranged  from  $19.50- 
23.00.  Good  and  Choice  yearling  stock  steers 
sold  from  $23.00-26.50,  few  loads  Choice  508- 
545#  short  yearlings  $28.00-30.00.  Medium  and 
low-Good  stocker-3  cashed  at  $19.00-24.00.  Small 
numbers  of  Good  and  Choice  yearling  heifers 
sold  from  $21.50-24.25.  Majority  Good  and 
Choice  steer  calves  sold  from  $24.00-30.00, 
several  loads  of  Choice  $31.25-33.00.  Good  and 
Choice  heifer  calves  brought  $22.00-28.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Around  288,000 
hogs  were  marketed  at  the  12  markets  during  the 
final  week  of  1960.  This  was  about  3  percent 
under  the  previous  week  and  19  percent  less 
than  the  corresponding  week  a  year  earlier. 
Most  of  the  supply  was  comprised  of  mixed  No.l- 
3  and  2-3  200-260#  barrows  and  gilts  with  sows 
comprising  from  7-12  percent.  The  long  New 
Year  weekend  and  the  strike  threat  by  whole- 
sale meat  handlers  in  the  New  York  area  offset 
any  bullish  influence  of  reduced  receipts  and 
prices  on  butcher  hogs  closed  lower.  Order 
buyers  were  not  as  active  as  during  recent  past 
weeks.  Best  demand  centered  on  barrows  and 
gilts  190-230^  with  the  price  spreads  on  these 
weights  relatively  narrow,  but  heavier  weights 
continued  highly  uneven  at  many  markets  with 
consignments  similar  in  weight  and  grade  50- 
750  apart  and  extremes  $1.00  apart.  Barrows 
and  gilts  closed  mostly  25-750  lower  with 


extremes  of  $1.00  off  at  a  few  points.  The 
price  trend  on  bows  was  uneven,  with  sales 
steady  to  25/  higher  at  most  markets,  although 
steady  to  25/  lower  at  Kansas  City  and  Sioux 
City  and  25-75/  off  at  Omaha. 

U.  S.  1-2,  180-230#  barrows  and  gilts 
closed  largely  at  $17.50-18.25,  with  an  extreme 
range  of  $17.25-18.50.  Mixed  U.  S.  1-3,  and 
2-3,  180-250#  offerings  brought  $16. 75-17. 50,up 
to  $18.00  at  Chicago  and  Indianapolis.  U.  S.  1- 
3,  270-600#  sows  bulked  at  $12.00-15.00,  up  to 
$15.50  at  Indianapolis  and  Chicago. 

Feeder  pig  prices  were  steady  at  Sioux  City 
but  declined  50/  at  St.  Paul.  At  St.  Paul  Good 
and  Choice  130-160#  feeder  pigs  brought  $17.00- 
17.50,  while  same  grades  130-170#  at  Sioux  City 
sold  at  $16.00-16.75. 

HOGS  -  Receipts  in  the  Interior  Iowa- 
Southern  Minnesota  area  at  336,000  were  9  per- 
cent less  than  the  previous  full -week's  volume, 
and  about  io  percent  smaller  than  the  comparable 
holiday  shortened  week  last  year.  Closing  prices 
were  50/  lower  on  barrows  and  gilts  and  25/  lower 
on  sows.  On  Friday,  mixed  U.  S.  1-3  190-220# 
barrows  and  gilts,  and  including  some  220-24O#, 
sold  at  $16.50-17.25  with  limited  No.  1-2  at 
$17.25-17.50  and  few  selected  No.  1  $17.75. 
U.  S.  1-3  270-400#  sows  brought  $13.00-14.90; 
400-550#  $11.10-13.40.  Sows  comprised  around 
8  percent  of  the  total  receipts. 

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -  Receipts  of  sheep  and 
lambs  at  the  12  markets  totaled  71,000  head, 
little  changed  from  the  previous  week  or  a  year 
earlier.  Wooled  slaughter  lambs  comprised  the 
bulk  of  the  supply  and  included  several  consign- 
ments of  lambs  from  western  Kansas  wheatf ields . 
The  moderately  broad  slaughter  lamb  marketings 
for  the  holiday  shortened  period  met  a  fairly 
good  demand  and  prices  advanced  under  the 
influence  of  higher  dressed  prices.  Slaughter 
lambs  closed  strong  to  75/  higher,  with  Kansas 
City  $1.00-1.50  up.  However,  slaughter  lambs 
at  St.  Paul  were  500  lower.  Slaughter  ewes  were 
steady,  instances  strong  to  50/  higher.  Feeder 
lambs  were  steady  to  50/  higher  aside  from  Denver 
where  feeders  were  steady  to  weak,  instances  25/ 
lower.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Clearance  was  the  major 
concern  of  most  wholesalers  at  New  York.     Oper- 
ators In  most  instances  were  faced  with  a  labor 
strike  as  management  and  union  representatives 
continued  negotiations  in  an  effort  to  agree 
on  a  new  labor  contract  effective  first  week  of 
January.     During  the  pre-New  Tear  week,  trading 
was  generally  slow  with  steer  ribs,  pork  Bos- 
ton butts  and  fresh  skinned  hams  moving  best 
into  retail  channels.     Despite  rather  slow 
movement,  clearances  were  mainly  complete  as 
supplies  were  below  normal  in  most  sales  cool- 
ers. 

Steer  beef  sold  steady;   cow  beef  steady  to 
$1.00  higher,  the  upturn  recorded  in  instances 
at  Philadelphia.     Quotations  for  veal  and  calf 
were  unchanged  at  New  York  while  the  trend  was 
$1.00-3.00  higher  for  veal  at  Philadelphia. 

Lamb  prices  were  steady  to  $1.00  higher 
mostly  50£-$1.00  higher;  pork  loins  closed  $1.00- 
2.00  lower  at  New  York  and  steady  at  Philadel- 
phia; Boston  butts  were  $1.00-2.00  up;   spare- 
ribs  steady  to  $1.00  higher;  bulk  sales  for 
fresh  skinned  hams  averaged  steady,  but  were 
very  uneven. 

Kosher  steer  forequarters  sold  steady,  while 
kosher  lamb  foresaddle  prices  were  mostly  $1.00 
lower . 

CHICAGO  -  Fresh  meat  supplies  for  the  short 
holiday  week  were  moderate  but  adequate  for 
trade  needs.     Choice  carcasses  were  most  numer- 
ous in  the  beef  and  Lamb  divisions,  bulk  lamb 
in  the  55-65#  range.     Carcass  beef  trading  was 
only  moderately  active  with  buying  interests 
preferring  various  primal  cuts  for  the  most 
part.     Beef  ribs  and  rounds  met  fairly  broad 
outlets  as  did  loins  at  the  outset,  however, 
loin  movement  slowed  as  the  week  progressed. 
Chuck  trade  mostly  slow  for  delivery  in  the  cur- 
rent week,  however,   volume  accounts  were  fairly 
aggressive  on  chucks  for  delivery  after  the 
holiday  and  prices  were  steady  to  slightly 
higher.     Veal  prices  went  unchanged  for  the 
second  straight  week  in  a  moderately  active 
trade.     All  interests  were  aggressive  for  lamb 
hindsaddles  and  legs,  while  stews  and  shoulders 
were  very  slow  and  some  were  carried  over.     Bos- 
ton butts  most  wanted  item  in  the  fresh  pork 
division,   loins  and  spareribs  mostly  slow. 

Compared  to  the  previous  Friday:     Beef  and 
veal  unchanged;   lamb  mostly  $1.00  higher;  pork 
loins  8-16#  50£-$1.00  higher;  Boston  butts 
4-8#  and  spareribs  3#  and  down  50£  higher. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Curtailed  slaughtering 
during  the  holiday  period  brought  supplies  more 
in  balance  with  demand  and  generally  strength- 
ened prices  on  dressed  meats.     Most  wholesalers 
and  retailers  attempted  to  keep  their  end  of 
year  inventories  at  a  minimum.     Early  trad- 


ing was  rather  slow,  but  more  active  later  for 
the  products  to  be  delivered  after  January  1. 
Steer  and  cow  beef  sold  strong  to  $1.00 
higher;   calf  and  veal  mostly  steady  to  strong, 
except  strong  to  $2.00  higher  In  San  Francisco. 
Lamb  was  steady  In  California  but  steady  to 
$1.00  higher  in  the  northwest.     Pork  was  gen- 
erally steady  in  the  northwest;   smoked  pork 
steady  to  $1.00  lower  in  California  with  hams 
off  $2.00   In  Los  Angeles;  fresh  pork  steady 
to  $1.00  higher  In  Los  Angeles  and  strong  to
